Grilled Dishes 
Pleasing and 
Always Right

HEN you want medals that 
are economical and at. the 
same time light and interesting, 
plan a mixed grill. Introduce 
spring-like touches tn the veg- 
etables and dessert. There are 
many good grill combinations, 
all inexpensive, pleasing to the 
eye and appetite. The recipes 
are planned for four persons. 
For the first grilled combina- 
tion, buy four good-sized lamb 
kidneys, eight slices of bacon 
and four fat link sausages. Saute 
the sausages atid kidneys until 
partly done, then arrange on 
wire skewers, one slice of bacon 
doubled, one-half kidney sprin- 
kled with salt and paprika, 3 
sausage, then another piece of 
kidney and finally another slice 
of bacon. Preheat the broiler 
and arrange the skewers on the 
rack. Grill, turning frequently 
until the bacon is brown and 
crisp. Serve on triangles of but- 
tered toast. For additional flavor 
sprinkle with a few drops of 
lemon juice or Worcestershire 
sauce.

On it ar- 
range well buttered and seasoned 
fillets of flounder or other white 
fish, and the bananas that have 
been peeled, rolled in lemon juice 
and wrapped in strips of bacon. 
Hold the bacon in place with 
toothpicks. Parboiled potatoes, 
sliced, buttered. and seasoned, 
may be browned under 
broiler flame at the\same time. 
Turn the fish once \agd the 
wrapped bananas frequently un- 
til evenly browned on all sides. 
Serve very hot on plates gar- 
nished with parsley and leon.

Cinnamon Toast-Pie 

Make four large slices of cin- 
namon toast, cut into small tri- 
angles and pldce in a shallow, 
greased baking dish.

Beat the 
whites of two eggs until stiff, 
then beat in four tablespoons of 
powdered sugar, one teaspoon of 
lemon juice and one-half tea- 
spoon of grated lemon rind.
